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REMARKS 

Claims 1-54 were pending in the application. Claims 42-54 are canceled per 
restriction requirement and applicants elect claims 1-41 for examination at the present time. Of 
these, claims 9, 15, and 24 are canceled, and claims 55-109 have been added herein. 
Accordingly claims 1-8, 10-14, 16-23, 25-41 and 55-109 are now pending. 

In the Office Action dated October 25, 2004 claims 1-8, 13, 14, 20-23, 25 and 30- 
31 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Haukka et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,660,660). Claims 32-39 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Haukka 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,660,660). Claims 11 and 12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by, or in the altemative, as obvious over Haukka et al. Claims 18 and 19 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the altemative, as obvious over Haukka 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,660,660). Claims 29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
anticipated by, or in the altemative, as obvious over Haukka et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,660,660). 

Claims 9, 10, 15-17, 24, 26-28, 40 and 41 were objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim but indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form to 
include the limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims. 

Reconsideration of the application is requested in view of the present amendment 
and following remarks. 

Applicants thank Examiner Prenty for indicating allowable subject matter. The 
present amendment complies with the Examiner's indication. More specifically: 

With respect to base claim 1, this claim has been amended to include the 
limitations of former claim 9, now canceled. New claim 55 includes the elements of base claim 
1 combined with the limitations of former claim 10, now canceled. The new claims that depend 
from claim 55 mirror the original claims that depended from claim L 

With respect to base claim 13, this claim has been amended to include the 
limitations of former claim 15, now canceled. New base claim 66 includes the elements of base 
claim 13 combined with the limitations of former claim 16. New base claim 73 includes the 
elements of base claim 13 combined with the limitations of former claim 17. The new claims 
that depend from claims 66 and 73 mirror the original claims that depended from claim 13. 
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With respect to base claim 21, this claim has been amended to include the 
limitations of fomier claim 24, now canceled. New base claim 80 combines the elements of 
fomier base claim 21 with the limitations of claim 26. New base claim 90 combines the 
elements of former base claim 21 with the limitations of claim 28. The new claims that depend 
from claims 80 and 90 mirror the original claims that depended from claim 21. 

With respect to base claim 32, this claim has been amended to include the 
limitations of former claim 40. New base claim 100 includes the elements of former base claim 
32 combined with the limitations of claim 41. The new claims that depend from claim 100 
mirror the original claims that depended from claim 32. 

The amendments to claims 16-21, 23, and 25-27 are formalities that add a period 
to the end of the sentence or that conform a recited element with the antecedent basis of the 
element recited in the preamble of the base claim. 

The amendment is made to facilitate prosecution of certain embodiments of the 
invention and is not an admission that applicants agree with the Examiner's grounds of rejection 
of the original claims. Applicants reserve the right to prosecute the original claims in a 
continuation application and to demonstrate their patentability over the cited art. 
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All of the claims remaining in the application are now clearly allowable. 


Favorable consideration and a timely Notice of Allowance are earnestly solicited.
